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NEARLY £2 million of public 
money could be pumped into 
the pork industry to help save 
jobs at a local plant. 

VION Food Group, which oper¬ 
ates a plant at Little Wratting, is in 
talks over an investment of up to 
£1.8 million in its supply chain from 
the East of England Development 
Agency (EEDA), St Edmundsbury 
Borough Council and Suffolk 
County Council. 

In January, VION warned that up to 470 
workers - from a workforce of 800 - faced 
redundancy after announcing it would close 
the abattoir and butchery at Little Wratting. 

Now EEDA and the councils have given 
backing to VION’s plans to move its cooked 
meats operation from Malton, North 
Yorkshire, to Little Wratting. 

Geoffrey Rivers, chief executive of the 
borough council, told the Weekly News that if 
the funding comes after another six weeks of 
talks, the number of redundancies could be 
cut to around 350. 

Mr Rivers said: “For every job you save in 
Haverhill, I suspect there are another 10 in 
the supply chain for the pig industry. That is 
why we need to protect it.” 

He added that the next six weeks would 
see the councils and EEDA check that the 
investment, likely to be a mix of grants and 
loans, does not contravene state aid laws.

MPs take closer look at 
campaign’s turbine fight 


A BLIMP has been flown above the 
fields of Linton and Great Chesterford to 
show the heights turbines will reach at 
a planned wind farm. 

MPs Sir Alan Haselhurst and James 
Paice visited the site with campaigners 
against the proposed scheme on 
Saturday to hear about the potential 
problems they claim could be caused by 
eight 125m turbines. 

Also touring the site on the day were 
Cllr Jim Ketteridge, leader of Uttlesford 
District Council, and Cllr Julie Redfern, 
district councillor for the Chesterfords. 

Bill Thomas, chairman of Stop Linton 
Wind Farm, and James Hamilton owner 
of Park Farm, which is next to the 
proposed site, talked to the MPs about 
potential noise problems, health and 
safety and the visual impact of the 
proposed turbines. 

Mr Thomas said: “Emphasis was put 


on the adverse effect the wind farm 
would have on the character of the 
surrounding landscape and the lives of 
those living, working and travelling 
through it.” 

Sir Alan Haselhurst said: “You’ve 
only got to look at the countryside 
around me to realise what a blot on the 
landscape these turbines will be, quite 
apart from issues of health, quite apart 
from whether or not onshore wind farms 
can actually make any significant 
contribution to our energy needs.” 

Mr Hamilton said: “This is one of the 
only large areas of open countryside 
around that’s not bisected by a 
roadway, but at the same time has a 
good network of bridleways and 
footpaths. 

“These turbines will completely 
destroy the visual amenity and people’s 
enjoyment of the landscape.”

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POTHOLES in roads have led to a 
protest by town councillors 
about the way cash has been 
allocated by the roads authority 

Five Labour members of Haverhill 
Town Council have raised the issue after 
Suffolk County Council allocated £2.2 
million into reserves in this year’s budget. 

The Labour councillors, Patrick 
Hanlon, Maureen Byrne, Lisa Carr, Ann 
Samuels and Mary Martin, have argued 
that the cash should instead have been 
spent on repairing roads - particularly 
those in the Haverhill area. 

Cllr Hanlon highlighted holes in the 
road on the A1307 near Haverhill’s 
Sainsbury store, in Queensway on the 
Parkway estate and in The Pightle, near 
the site for the newTesco supermarket. 

He said: “They’ve already filled the 
hole near Sainsbury’s once and it came 
out and now they’ve had to do it again. 
But it’s absolutely atrocious.” 

He said the county council had 
reserves of around £74 million. 

“They should be getting interest on the 
money, but under the current 
circumstances it would be better spent 
on the roads.” 

A county council spokeswoman said: 
“The severe winter has predominantly 
caused the problem, which is not 
confined to Haverhill. There have been 


similar problems up and down the 
country.” 

She said the A1307 was due to be 
completely resurfaced in May. 

The spokeswoman added that the work 
near the Tesco site would be carried out 
before the new store opens and the 


Queensway potholes would be inspected 
and “repaired as necessary”. 

She said temporary repairs were 
carried out as soon as possible after road 
problems were reported to comply with 
council targets. But sometimes the repair 
needed to be done again. 


Bid starts to get views on council shake-up 


A SERIES of public meetings 
to get people’s views on the 
council-shake up in Suffolk 
got under way yesterday. 

Suffolk County Council and 
Mid Suffolk District Council, 
which support a single unitary 
council for the whole of the 
county, have organised the 


series of meetings which 
started last night at Mildenhall 
College of Technology. 

The last meeting is sched¬ 
uled to be at Castle Manor 
Business and Enterprise 
College in Haverhill on April 
28 at 7pm. 

The two councils argue that 


a single authority for the 
county would be the “best 
value for money option.” 

But Forest Heath and St 
Edmundbury district coun¬ 
cils, together with Waveney 
District Council, are pressing 
for three councils for the 
county - one in the west, one 


in the east and a separate 
council for the area including 
Ipswich and Felixstowe.

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Police boss slams bid 
for late take-out trade

A HIGH street fast-food takeaway is 
a magnet for drunken fighting and 
is “only interested in making 
money” and “serving poor quality 
food”, according to scathing police 
claims. 

USA Chicken, in Queen Street, Haverhill, 
had its application for extended late-night 
opening hours rejected after councillors 
heard objections from Suffolk police. 

In a scathing letter to St Edmundsbury 
Borough Council, Haverhill neighbourhood 
inspector Andrew Mason listed 18 incidents 
of disorder outside USA Chicken in 2007 and 
2008 - including group fights, a stabbing and 
an assault occasioning actual bodily harm. 

Insp Mason said in his letter: “I have 
discussed the reasons for this submission 
with the manager of the premises who tells 
me the intention is to stay open to serve 
those people leaving the public houses at 
2am and that they would pre-prepare the 
food, simply serve it and then shut on time. 

“This misses the whole point to me and 
demonstrates no investment in the 
community of Haverhill whatsoever. They 
are only interested in making money, serving 
poor quality food and making an extra 
pound between 2am and 2.30am. 

“During the discussion, I got the distinct 
feeling the owner felt that anything that 
happens outside USA Chicken is the police’s 
responsibility which is simply not accept¬ 
able.” 

Ibrahim Sand, owner of the takeaway, said 
of the comments on quality of food: “The 
police can’t say something like this. It is not 
his job.” 

Mr Sanci said the quality of food at his 
takeaway is good, adding: “I have got 15 
years experience -1 know how to cook.” 

He also said he has done everything 
possible to co-operate with police. 

The council’s Licensing Act sub-comm¬ 
ittee turned down the application for extra 
half hours on Friday and Saturday nights. 

Insp Mason also said in his letter that 
“poor management” meant there was often 
no one at USA Chicken with sufficient 
English to communicate with the police. 

He added: “One of my serious concerns is 
that if someone rings the police and says 
‘come quickly’ then hangs up my officers will 
invariably respond with blue lights and two 
tones putting themselves and other 
members of the public at risk.” 

Mr Sanci said that he now has a worker 
with good English, adding: “I don’t get any 
trouble recently.”

THE days of the traditional 
firefighters’ helmets are gone 
with the introduction of modern 
head gear. 

Fire crews in Suffolk were 
set to start using the latest 
helmets on Wednesday this 
week, making the “Fireman 
Sam” look a thing of the past. 

The county’s fire and rescue 
service has chosen helmets 
made by French company MSA 
Gallet after trials of two 
different types. 

They include integral goggles 
and visor as well as a torch. 
They also offer better head and 
neck protection than the 
helmets they replace which 
have been in service for the 
past 10 years. 

Firefighters at Newmarket 
fire station are among those 
already equipped with the new 
helmets ready for their official 
introduction. 

Firefighter Marc Elliott, 
based at Newmarket, was one 
of the Suffolk crew members 


who trialled the new helmets 
for several months before a 
decision was taken to order 
them from MSA Gallet, which 
also makes helmets for military 
forces and pilots. 

He said: “The new helmets 
offer greater protection and are 
more practical. They also give 
a more modern image. 

“Here at Newmarket where 
many of our calls are to road 
collisions, they will be much 
better for us when we are using 
cutting equipment. 

“Most fire services across 
the country are adopting new 
helmets.” 

The introduction of the 
helmets coincides with a 
change in job titles and insignia 
for senior officers. 

Leading firefighters are 
becoming crew managers and 
sub officers will be known as 
watch managers. 

The new helmets already 
have the new rank markings. 
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Man in weapons case faces jail 


A MAN has been warn¬ 
ed he faces a lengthy 
jail sentence after he 
terrified two children 
who saw him armed 
with a knife. 

Lance Meikle, 32, 
was arrested near a 
school in Haverhill on 
February 15 after 
police were alerted. 

Ipswich Crown Court 
heard he was abusive 
to the police and had 
earlier confronted 
members of the public 


as well as terrifying the 
children. 

Mr Recorder Martyn 
Levett told Meikle, of 
Willow Close, Hav¬ 
erhill, that it was “more 
than likely” he would 
get a lengthy prison 
sentence due to his 
long history of comm¬ 
itting offences while 
drunk. 

The Recorder agreed 
to adjourn sentencing 
to allow the probation 
service to prepare a 


report on Meikle, who 
admitted illegal poss¬ 
ession of a bladed 
weapon. 

But he ordered that 
Meikle should be kept 
in custody until his 
next court appearance. 

He has already spent 
38 days on remand in 
prison. 

Prosecutor Neil Mac¬ 
aulay said that Meikle 
accepted that he had 
an alcohol problem, 
usually starting drink¬ 


ing when he got up at 
about 7.30am and 
continuing all day. 

Mr Macaulay said 
that whatever sentence 
was passed by the 
court he would be 
making an application 
for an anti-social beh¬ 
aviour order (Asbo) to 
be issued against 
Meikle, which would 
prohibit him from 
drinking or being 
drunk in public places. 
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Hall of fame calls for 
Haverhill museum 


A HAVERHILL museum will 
show off inventions from the 
70s and 80s at a prestigious 
national show - including one 
of the most ridiculed vehicles 
of all time. 

Haverhill’s Centre for 
Computing History has been 
asked to provide a “gadget hall 
of fame” for next month’s 
‘Gadget Show Live’, an offshoot 
of the Five TV programme set 
to attract 30,000 visitors. 

Among the centrepieces of 
the hall of fame will be a 
Sinclair C5, an electric vehicle 
that was much mocked when it 
launched in 1985, and a giant 
Rubik’s Cube made by 
Haverhill firm Bradnam Joinery. 

The centre, the only UK 
museum dedicated to 
computers and their social 
impact, will also display key 
machines from its collection, 
such as the Altair 8800. 

Jason Fitzpatrick, founder of 
the centre, said: “The show 
organisers approached us 
because they were already 
hiring equipment from us for 


the TV programme. They said, 
‘Do you think you could do the 
gadget hall of fame’. 

“One of the most important 
things on show will be the Altair 
8800, the first personal 
computer. This sparked Micro¬ 
soft into being. Bill Gates was 
at university when it came out. 
He gave up university and went 
into writing software for it.” 

Mr Fitzpatrick said he bought 
the C5 especially for the show, 
adding: “I’ve wanted a C5 for a 
long time and this was a good 
excuse to get one.” 

Also on show will be 70s 
colour TVs, vintage games 
consoles and early “brick” 
mobile phones. 

Mr Fitzpatrick is hoping that 
being on a big stage will attract 
more visitors to Haverhill. 

He said: “This is a huge 
opportunity for us to put the 
centre in front of the public, 
with an estimated 30,000 
people expected.” 

The Gadget Show Live is at 
the NEC Birmingham from April 
17 to 19.

Doubts over 
schools cash 


FUNDING for building 
work at schools may not 
be forthcoming from the 
Government as expected, 
according to a pressure 
group opposing an educ¬ 
ation shake-up. 

Middle schools in the 
Newmarket and Mildenhall 
areas are due to close in 2012 as 
part of the latest round of 
reorganisation in Suffolk. Middle 
schools in Haverhill are due to 
close earlier as the reorgan¬ 
isation to adopt a two-tier 
education system started there 
two years ago. 

Although Suffolk County 
Council has agreed to the switch 
to two-tier schools, legal notices 
about the closures and other 
changes are still out for con¬ 
sultation. 

Pressure group Save Suffolk 
Middle Schools (SSMS) has 
pointed to the shelving of plans 
for a redevelopment of West 
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Suffolk College, Bury St 
Edmunds, due to a withdrawal of 
Government funding totalling 
£58 million. 

The group said: “This exactly 
mirrors the situation with the 
Building Schools for the Future 
(BSF) funding that Suffolk Coun¬ 
ty Council are relying upon to 
make their proposed reorgan¬ 
isation of schools feasible. 

“In other parts of the country, 
the BSF funding has arrived 
years behind schedule and often 
significantly reduced from that 
originally promised. 

“Despite this, Suffolk County 
Council education officers have 
stated categorically, at a variety 
of public meetings, that there is 
no problem with funding and 
that everything will go ahead 
according to their apparently 
‘set-in-stone’ schedule. 

“Even a cursory look at the 


figures shows that they cannot 
possibly add up without the BSF 
funding arriving on time and in 
full. In the current financial 
climate this seems unlikely, to 
say the least.” 

An SSMS spokesperson said: 
“Suffolk County Council are 
embarking upon a process inv¬ 
olving financial mismanagement 
at its most extreme and the 
reorganisation should not be 
allowed to continue until all of 
the funding to complete the 
process is available and securely 
‘ring-fenced’ for this purpose.” 

Cllr Patricia O’Brien, the 
county council’s portfolio holder 
for children, schools and young 
persons’ services, said: “This 
programme of transformation 
will be supported by significant 
capital funding from the county 
council’s school capital prog¬ 
ramme, schools devolved cap¬ 
ital, any capital receipts and 
funding through the Building 
Schools for the Future prog¬ 
ramme.”

COUNCIL grants totalling 
more than £350,000 are now 
available to help people on 
low incomes to make their 
homes warmer. 

St Edmundsbury Borough 
Council’s new Homes Assist¬ 
ance Policy took effect from 
April 1 and introduces a new 
thermal comfort grant. 

The grant, worth up to 
£8,000, is designed to bring 
homes up to recommended 
thermal efficiency levels, and 
may cover work such as loft 
and cavity wall insulation, 
and installing central heating. 
It is part of a comprehensive 
package for people on low 
incomes, who do not qualify 
for help under the Govern¬ 
ment’s Warm Front Scheme. 

Cllr Sara Mildmay-White, 
cabinet member for comm¬ 
unity, said: “The recent 
borough-wide survey of priv¬ 
ate homes identified excess 
cold as the main hazard, 
potentially affecting 4,750 
homes. 

“The council has a corp¬ 
orate priority to improve the 
safety and well-being of our 
community and we have 
allocated £354,000 from our 
budget this year for our 
discretionary grant prog¬ 
ramme, including our new 
thermal comfort grant.”

‘Savings’ need 
closer look 

Sir, Suffolk County Council 
Conservatives seem to be busy 
patting themselves on the back 
about the “savings” they have 
made. However, a closer 
examination reveals a far from rosy 
picture. 

The public have not forgotten the 
appointment of the new chief 
executive on £218,000. That’s 
£70,000 more than the previous 
incumbent and £30,000 more than 
the Prime Minister. 

This year the council’s contract 
with Customer Service Direct has 
gone up by 12 per cent to £31.7 
million with no explanation. 

Since the Conservatives took power 
the number of council managers 
earning more than £50,000 has 
gone up dramatically. 

At an estimated cost of £23 million 
they have also embarked on a very 
unpopular programme of middle 
school closures. They are 
borrowing money to pay for this. 
The savings they claim in adult care 
services include drastic service cuts 
and increased charges to the most 
vulnerable adults in our 
community. A report to the council 
last year stated that the budget for 
people with learning disabilities 
was now one of the lowest in the 
country. 

As previously reported in the press, 
attendance by elderly people at day 
centres has dropped by nearly half 
in the two years since the 
Conservatives brought in charges 
for the first time. In addition more 
than three-quarters of home care 
service users must now pay, 
compared with less than a quarter 
when the Lib Dems and Labour 
were running the council. 

It is difficult to gauge the extent of 
the misery this is causing to 
individuals or how badly it is 
affecting their quality of life. The 
Conservatives should be very 
careful not to crow too much about 
their achievements.

More ‘carton banks’ on way 


RECYCLING residents 
in Suffolk have given 
an enthusiastic resp¬ 
onse to new “carton 
banks” - and more are 
coming. 

The Suffolk Waste Part¬ 
nership made the call to 
“wash and squash” when it

launched the banks six 
months ago to make sure 
that paper-based liquid 
food and drink cartons are 
not ending up in landfill. 

Milk, juice and soup 
cartons can currently be 


recycled at 31 sites through¬ 
out Suffolk, including all 18 
Household Waste Recycling 
Centres. The Suffolk Waste 
Partnership has just neg¬ 
otiated a further 15 coll¬ 
ection banks, which will be 
in place soon, making it 
possible to recycle cartons 
in many more locations - 
including rural ones. 


Cllr Roy Barker, spokes¬ 
man for the Suffolk Waste 
Partnership, said: “So far 
more than 3.25 tonnes of 
cartons from the carton 
banks have been diverted 
from landfill for recycling, 
with a further 7.5 tonnes 
collected from household 
waste sites. 

“Well done to those of 


you who have been using 
them - let’s see if we can 
increase that amount over 
the next six months with 
the advent of the new 
banks, the full list will be 
available on the website as 
soon as they are in.”

Healthy 
boost 
to fund 
for life

A PROJECT aimed at making 
Suffolk the healthiest county in 
the UK in 20 years' time is to 
receive a £1.2 million boost. 

Healthy Ambitions Suffolk is a county¬ 
wide partnership between public bodies, 
businesses and the voluntary sector. It 
plans to reach its aim by helping people 
lead healthier lifestyles. 

Healthy Ambitions Suffolk was laun¬ 
ched in November to inspire people to 
make small lifestyle changes, such as 
taking more exercise or improving their 
mental health, thereby making a big 
difference to their long-term health and 
wellbeing.

Police and Cambridgeshire Fire and 
Rescue Service officers teamed up to run 
a special day of action on the road last 
Thursday and were disappointed to find 
that, despite the fact several education 
days had already been held, drivers were 
spotted committing more than 50 
motoring offences. 

Anyone found breaking the law was 
asked to join officers at Linton fire station 
to view educational videos, including 
interviews with those who have lost loved 
ones in car accidents. 

A total of 28 people have been killed on 
the 10-mile stretch of the A1307 between 
Haverhill and Cambridge in the past 
decade.

Mark Taylor, community safety officer 
for Cambridgeshire Fire and Rescue 
Service, said: “We fully support the day of 
action. 

“Many drivers fail to realise the 
potentially fatal consequences of their 
driving. 

“By watching interviews with families 
who have lost loved ones, and images of 
fatal road scenes it makes drivers think 
realistically about their own driving and 
the impact it could have on others.” 

Throughout the day, police officers 
issued 12 fixed penalty notices for use of 
hand-held mobile phones, five vehicle 
defect rectification notices, 18 fixed penalty 
notices for failure to wear seatbelts, two 
fixed penalty notices for cars with no valid 
MOT, two fixed penalty notices for vehicles 
with no valid insurance and four fixed 
penalty notices for speeding. 


One vehicle was seized for having no 
insurance and a further 10 motorists were 
given warnings for various offences. 

Sergeant Martin Monger said: “We have 
visited this road a number of times in the 
past few months and there are still some 
motorists who think they can break the 
law.

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I f you’re growing tomatoes this 
year and you want to add some 
exotic-sounding types to your 
menu - doing your bit for 
preservation at the same time - a 
host of endangered tomato 
varieties are being championed in 
a new campaign. 
“Whippersnapper”, “Tiger Tom” 
and “Ryder’s Midday Sun” are 
some of the endangered tomato 
varieties being promoted in the, 

Dig Your Dinner campaign, an 
initiative by Seeds of Change, 
which has teamed up with organic 
growing charity, Garden Organic, 
to raise awareness of the benefits 
of diversity in variety. 

Research shows that only 9 per 
cent of gardeners experiment with 
growing different varieties, but you 
can do your bit to help save 10 
endangered tomato varieties for 
future generations if you join in the 
campaign, launched on March 31 
and supported by celebrity 
gardener Rachel de Thame. 
Varieties, such as the small plum 
variety “Auntie Madge’s”, “Bro’ad 
Ripple Yellow Currant”, which 
produces masses of sweet-tasting, 
tiny yellow fruit up to mid- 
November and the mild “Pink 
Cherry”, are available through 
Garden Organic’s Heritage Seed 
Library, which holds a collection of 
more than 800 endangered 
vegetable varieties facing 
extinction. 

“All the tomatoes have great 
flavour, are easy to grow whether 
on a windowsill, in a patio pot or 
vegetable plot, and are part of our 
British heritage which we should 
treasure and protect for future 
generations,” Rachel de Thame 
says. 

She offers the following tips: 

■ Start small if you’re a beginner. If 
you’ve limited space grow some 
tomatoes in a pot. 
n Try out some endangered 
varieties which have proved 
reliable, such as “My Girl”, which 
has medium to large, plum-shaped 
fruits with few seeds, or 
“Kenilworth”, a classic round, red 
sumptuous tomato with a sweet 
and herby flavour. 

■ Spring is the time to sow your 
seeds. They’re not hardy, so start 
them off inside - a greenhouse, or 
windowsill will do perfectly. Sow 
your seeds into a seed tray which 
has been filled with good quality 
seed compost, firmed gently and 
watered. 

■ Once they start to put on 
growth, they’ll need to be re-potted 
into larger containers to allow 
space for the rapidly developing 
root system. Keep moist and when 
the risk of late frosts has passed 
and the first flowers have appeared 
- usually some time in May - help 
the young plants to acclimatise 
gradually to outdoor conditions. 
Transfer them to their final growing 
position and secure the main stem 
to a sturdy cane. Keep them well 
fed and watered during the 
growing season. 

■ Tomatoes can often be affected 


by whitefly. To combat this 
organically be vigilant and look out 
for the eggs on the underside of 
the leaves, spraying them off with a 
blast of the hose or wiping 
thoroughly by hand. Greenfly 
(aphids) are also common and can 
be swept away with thumb and 
forefinger. 

■ Ladybirds feast on aphids, so 
encouraging them into your garden 
will also help to control them.

HAVERHILL'S leisure 
centre has started a 
recruitment drive ahead 
of a reopening that will 
bring 50 jobs to the town.

“Abbeycroft Leisure will be 
recruiting to around 50 full and 


part-time jobs to work in the 
exciting newly-refurbished 
centre which, as well as pro¬ 
viding very welcome employ¬ 
ment opportunities, will make a 
huge contribution to the 
numbers of people who visit the 
town centre.” 

When the leisure centre 
reopens it will have a new pool 
changing area, a fitness suite 
extended for an extra 20 


stations, a new children’s play 
area in the first-floor canteen, a 
redecorated and re-floored 
sports hall and a new heating 
system. 

Warren Smyth, Abbeycroft 
Leisure chief executive, said the 
number of new jobs would take 
the centre slightly above the 
number it had before it closed 
for refurbishment. 

He added: “We are starting 


some limited recruitment now 
and will build up before the 
reopening. 

“It will be a state-of-the-art 
leisure centre and we are 
hoping there will be significant 
interest.”

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Council slams 
landfill claims

COUNCILS have rejected 
claims that material sent for 
recycling is ending up in 
landfill sites. 

The Suffolk Recycling Con¬ 
sortium, which manages recycling 
with Viridor for six councils 
including Forest Heath District 
Council and neighbouring St 
Edmundsbury Borough Council, 
has urged householders to keep 
sorting waste into separate bins. 

The consortium was responding 
to national media reports that the 
economic downturn has led to 
more recyclable materials being 
dumped. 

The consortium’s partner, Viridor 
Waste Management Ltd, which 
sorts, separates and markets the 
material, has confirmed that it 
continues to maintain contracts 
with customers and is able to find 
markets. 

The material, nearly 40,000 
tonnes, is traded in a global market 
and is sent to processors in the UK 
as well as Europe, China and the 
Indian sub-continent.

Viridor maintains a detailed audit 
trail of every consignment sent 
abroad to ensure that the material is 
properly handled and is ultimately 
processed into new products, 
according to a statement issued by 
the councils. 

Malcolm Firth, chairman of the 
consortium, said: “Suffolk residents 
should be reassured that the mat¬ 
erial they put out for recycling is be¬ 
ing sent for processing and not 
finishing up in landfill sites. 

“Although it has been reported 


that some councils have had to 
stockpile or even suspend collect¬ 
ion services, this is not the case in 
Suffolk.” 

But the councils admitted there 
have been “steep falls” in the prices 
paid for reclaimed materials. 

Mr Firth said: “The business is 
not immune from the current 
economic downturn, which means 
the price the consortium pays for 
every tonne recycled will have to 
increase unless or until the econ¬ 
omy improves.”

Blazin’ fiddles and

THE line-up for the 45th 
Cambridge Folk Festival has 
been announced. 

The event, packed with acts from all 
over the globe, includes favourites such 
as three-time Grammy Award winner 
Lucinda Williams, playing her only UK 
festival date, and indie band The Zutons. 

The line-up, dubbed “eclectic and 
exciting” by organisers, also includes 
iconic instrumentalist and songwriter 
Booker T Jones, who is releasing his 
first album in 10 years, and perennial 
crowd-pleasers The Saw Doctors and 
Jim Moray. 

The announcement comes days after 
a Cambridge City Council report 
admitted it had failed to follow its own 
rules in awarding a contract to run the 
festival to SecureTicket UK, which went 
into liquidation after the 2008 event, 
leaving the council out of pocket by 
more than £600,000. 

Top female singer-songwriters are 
also on the bill at this year’s event, 
including American songstress Beth 
Nielsen Chapman, Scotland’s Eddi 
Reader and Irish folk singer Cara Dillon. 

A festival spokeswoman said: “An 
eclectic and exciting bill, featuring the 
best in contemporary folk and roots 
music, has been announced by Europe’s 
most acclaimed folk festival. 

“The festival’s reputation for quality 
music in intimate surroundings means 
tickets are set to sell out quickly.” 

Other highlights include appearances 
by Blazin’ Fiddles, dubbed Scotland’s 
top live traditional band, cult Los 
Angeles-based Mexican-American outfit 
Los Lobos - famous for their worldwide 
80s hit La Bamba - and comedian

New Listings Required to keep the market moving 


YOUR MOVE in Haverhill have continued their strong start to 2009 with more great sales being achieved in March. The local market has continued to 
see strong buying enquiries and excellent viewing figures and new property coming to the market, at realistic prices is generating immediate interest 

from people now in positions to proceed, which is a stark contrast to the market last year. 

Local Manager Darren Baugh commented "Although we are only at the start of April, the housing market this year is remarkably different. Whereas 
2008 saw lots of choice on the market and very few buyers who had the confidence or ability to buy, 2009 sees a situation of less stock being on the 
market to meet the needs of more buyers looking to purchase.
